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On September 13, 1852, Rutland Academy, the Forerunner 
of our present >;chool, opened its doors to seekers of education. 
There was a small advertisement in the RiitLuiJ Oitiily HcraU 
announcing its opening and stating chat "the several branches of 
education pursued in our best academies will be attended to. 

The talk of the new school must have been mixed into con- 
versation about slavery, new states, and government. It was 
about this time also that the people of Rutland were thriHed with 
a little Item that appeared in the local paper announcing that news 
had come from California to New Orleans m eighteen days. 
Although the school fell mto debt and called on the citizenry for 
interest and support, it stubbornly continued on as an academy 
until 1855 when it changed its name to Rutland Union High 
School. In 1856 it moved into a new building, a part of Meldon 
School at the present time, which faced on Main Street then. 
Now there was an enrollment of 119 students. In chat same year 
the sum of SHtX) was raised bv subscripcion and donation for 
the lieneht of a librarv "to which the scholars and the inhabitants 
of the Union district had free access." 

The school year was divided into four tcrm^. f.ill. wnt;r, 
.spring and summer. At the close of each term, a period of eleven 
weeks, examinations were given. The school had rules similar 
to those we have today. One rule stated that after the tardy bell 
had rung the doors w'ere to be shut, and no absent scholar was 
to be admitted unless he had with him a "satisfactory written 
excuse" from his parent or guardian. 

In 1861. when the Civil War broke out the lives of the 
Union High School students must have been aflected m much the 
same way as we students have been by the Korean conflict. 

Despite the war, by 1862, the enrollment had increased to 
232 students. By 1879, the student bodv had grown to the 
extent that a west wing had to be added to the building; in 
L909, the south wmg was built. 

The high school lived through two more wars, the Spanish- 
American War and World War I. before it moved from the hill to 
Library Avenue in 1929. In this new site, it saw World War II 
claim many of its students. Now, in 1951 , there is a registration 
of 500 students at Rutland High School. 

It has been our purpose to compare Rutland Academy and 
the present Rutland High School. The contrast of "then's and 
now's" of administration, classes, activities, sports, and students' 
lives will make us a little more conscious of the ' "growing pains" 
that we of the Classes of 195!, 1952. 1953. and 1954, were 
spared, but therefrom reap fullest benefits. 
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We, the class of 1951, dedicate our Tulisiiun to Miss. 
St. Clair Remember "Death Takes A Holiday"? It was Miss 
St. Clair who inspired us. tilling us with the enthusiasm which 
made our play a success, Again in English class, it was she who 
instructed, advised, and encouraged many of us, and gave us a 
broader outlook on life. As a guidance counselor, she made us 
realize that the problems which worried us could be solved. 
It is with all these things m mind that we dedicate our Talisiiiao 
to a wonderful teacher and a wonderful friend.

The rights, duties, and privileges of the first administration of Rutland 
High School were much the same as those of our principal and teachers today. 
It, too, made and enforced the rules of the school, chose the subjects to be 
taught, selected the text books to be used, and planned courses of study tor 
the students 

The high school, then Rutland Academy, opened with a staff of three: 
a prmcipai, Luther Lowell, A.B.; a preceptress (woman instructor), Miss 
M. M. Shipman; and a music teacher, Mis. F. W. Hopkins. The students 
were offered English, Latin, Greek, French, German, drawing, and music, 
in addition to the reading, writing and arithmetic of the regular courses. 
However, a pupil was charged an additional sum for a subject not m the regular 
course. French and drawing, for instance, were each $2.00 p^er term, while 
music, with the use of instrument, cost SlO.OO, 

In the ninety-nine years since the beginning of Rutland High School 
the administration has grown to include more than thirty members.

At the close of the junior year, a group of twelve R. H. S. boys and girls 
spent an educational and gay week with delegates from other Vermont Tiigh 
schools at Boys' State, spoasored by the American Legion, and at Girls' State, 
under the direction of the American Legion Auxiliary. Bovs' State was at 
Norwich University; Vermont Junior College at Montpelier was the scene of 
Girls' State, The delegates selected by the principals and faculties of the 
various schools repre.sented were sponsored by local organizations. The selected 
students were chosen for possessing qualities of outstanding leadership, char- 
acter, co-operation, and scholastic ability. 

A model state government — from towns and their moderators to state 
officers^ — IS carried on at Boys' and Girls' States Green Mountain Boys' 
State was established in 1938; three years later the Girls' State program was 
inaugurated. 

In the early I940's a Boys' Nation had its beginning, and in 1947 Girls'

At Vermont's States this year, Barbara Rosen was elected Lieutenant- 
Governor, and Constance Coburn was cho.sen for Auditor of Accounts, 
Other office holders were Bob Crawford, Senator, Co-editor of the news- 
paper, and town clerk; John Dolan, Adjutant General, town selectman; 
Chflrles Dunklcc, Supreme Court Judge, town moderator; William Frappier, 
Senator, town selectman; Donald Howland. town moderator; Fred Smith, 
town constable; Lee Wilson, town constable: Joanne Burke, health officer, 
State's Attorney; Constance Coburn, county clerk, town police chief; Joyce 
Houghton, town selectman; Carlene Johnson, Senator, town selectman; Jane 
Perkins, Secretary of Senate; Barbara Rosen, state vice-chairman of her party, 
town moderator, delegate to Girls' Nation. The school's delegates returned 
to their senior year m high school, well-informed about their state government, 
and ready to become better citizens.
